HAD known him for several years 

before he” told me of the official 
capacity in which he served so faithfully 
before “all the fightin’ an’ goin’ on.” 
In those words the older county folk are 
accustomed to refer to those dark days 
of danger and uncertainty known all over 
the country as *‘the bad times.’’ 

I had seen him stand and lean heavily 
upon his stick while he gazed, with 
delight in his unfaded blue eyes, at a 

otted .flycatcher that darted busily 
about a sunlit garden. Once, when I 
talked with him, and flattered myself 
that he listened intently, he interrupted 
me ruthlessly by saying: ‘‘ Whisht now a 
minnit; there’s the willow-wren back 
again, I declare to mankind.’’ At the 
time I was considerably surprised; for 
disinterested knowledge of the names and 
movements of the rarer wild birds is not 
as usual a characteristic of Irish country 
folk as one might wish, but presently I 
forgot all about it. 

A few days after the worst snow-storm 
of recent years had swept along the valley, 
leaving great drifts upon the hills and 
huge spears of ice hanging from the rocky 
ledges, I met: the old man again. ‘‘ There 
was a crested grebe come here in the 
storm,” he said, excitedly; “ an the top- 
knot of him was blew every way wid 
hardship, an’ he rooshted upon the 
wather; but he only stayed two days an’ 
then off wid him. Eighteen year it is, to 
the month, since one of them lads come 
here before; for he’ll never come unless 
he’s shwep in wid the weather.”’ 

I tried to express the interest I felt, 
though of such visitants as the crested 
grebe I am lamentably ignorant; and 
presently—perhaps, because I refrained 
from asking any of the questions that 
trembled on my tongue—the whole 
fascinating story came out. 


PROTECTION OF EGGS. 


In those quiet days that seem so far 
behind us, the old man had been appointed 
as official ‘‘ watcher’’ for the district by 
the Secretary of the Irish Society for the 
Protection of Birds. The pay was not 
very high—a shilling weekly, he told me; 
but the necessary observations could be 
made as he went about his daily work, 
and his duties were not arduous. He was 
expected to notify the Secretary of the 
dates on which the various migrants 
returned to the valley; and when the 
Christmas ‘‘ Bird Census’’ was taken in 
the different districts he sent in his list 
too, and a goodly list it was. 

He was armed with authority to prevent 
the setting of ‘‘ pole traps’’ on the hills, 
and it was his duty to report to the 
authorities the unlawful taking of eggs 
from the nest of a crossbill, a harrier, a 
raven, a kingfisher, a swan or a tern. 
Lacking authority, but making up for 
its loss by his severity, he sternly re- 
pressed the robbing of precious eggs from 
the homes of the lesser feathered things ; 
and many a robin and thrush and golden- 
voiced blackbird in this place had reason 
to bless the Society’s watcher. 

““One day I seen a golden eagle above 
on the Wicked Rocks,’’ he told me, ‘‘ an’ 
he as coy as Croker’s mare. Accordin’ to 
the dimensions I sent of him to the 
Sece-tary, that’s what he said he should 
be; but they med full as much of me 
seein’ the grebe, an’ I thought it a 
terrible pity this time that I had no one 
to write to the way I used, an’ they all 
ilimint to hear tell of a sthrange bird.’’ 


A REBUKE FOR THE DAIL. 


From a remote pocket he produced a 
small, weather-beaten book on whose 
stained cover some swallows swooped in 
arrested flight ; and inside the cover I read 
the names of those Irish people who had 
worked to protect the birds they loved. 
“It is intended,” I read, “that the Irish 
Society shall endeavour to protect rare 
species, and to prevent wholesale slaughter 
of sea and land birds; to see that existing 
Jaws are enforced, and to promote im- 
proved legislation affecting birds in this 
country.” A paragraph in the report of 
the previous year’s work was especially 
interesting in view of the throwing out of 
the Birds Protection Bill ‘by Dail 
Eireann. ‘‘ Owing to the severe winter 
the numbers of birds was far short of 
what they should be; as a natural conse- 
quence complaints were made from many 
parts of the Kingdom of the damage done 
by caterpillars and other insects. Imme- 
diately, agricultural associations circulated 
Jetters advocating the protection of birds, 
deprecating the destruction of nests and 
egys, and urging farmers to do what they 
could in preserving bird life.’’ 

The watcher took the treasured book, in 
which his own name appears as one of the 
most observant of the society’s servants. 
“1 see be the papers,” he said, “that 
they're on for mindin’ the birds again an’ 
hendherin’ them Jads from snarin’ tiem 
wholesale. ’Tis very feelin’, so it is, to 
see a bird in a little bit of a cage when he 
had the whole world afore him till he was 
cotch. To tell the truth of it, 1 thought 
it a pity not to be tellin’ some one when 
1 seen the crested grebe. Still an’ all, I 
do be watchin’ all the time; for once 
you'd make a fashion of it vou'd seldom or 
never got out of it afther.’’ 

High.in the bare ash tree a thrush was 
trying over a few bars of his half-for- 
gotten song, and a tiny robin hopped 
closer to where we were standing and ve- 
garded the old man with a bright, un- 
daunted eye. ‘Anny dav afther the 
twenty-sixth of March we may be lookin’ 
for the ring ousel,’’ said the watcher.

A Dying Art. 


The increasing bustle and congestion of 
our streets may mean a revival in trade, 
hut it is rapidly driving an ancient and 
honourable profession off the footpath.

Thus, the necessity for 
daily creation disappears, and instead of 
leaving his pictures to the mercy of the 
rain and the passing feet, every evening 
the artist closes his exhibition by packing 
his works under his arm, leaving nothing 
behind but the chalked notice: ‘‘ All my 


‘own work,” to show where he has been. 


Another Pavement Art. 


Everybody must know the round iron 
discs on the pavement outside Dublin 
heuses which serve as lids for the coal- 
chutes to the cellars, but 1 wonder i! any- 
one (except, perhaps, the coalmen) have 
noticed the variations in design upon 
them ? Most of them, indeed, have a 
severely utilitarian appearance, often 
being quite plain except for the name of 
the foundry which cast them, but there is 
one place in Dublin where the decorative 
possibilities of these lids have been 
realised. In Noounticy square there is 
scarcely one bearing the maker's name; 
they are almost all decorated with quite 
elaborate floral or geometrical patterns. 

Perhaps, the builders of the square 
wished to atone for the austere regularity 
of the houses by introducing some in- 
dividnality into the pavements, or can it 
be that the dwellers in Mountjoy alone 
jeel some regard for the esthetic suscepti- 
bilities of the coal-heaver?

highly successful. 

It was recently my privilege t~ inspect 
portion of Major Congreve’s wonderful! 
collection of paintings. He is particularly 
proud of a large canvas, 8 feet by 5 feet, 
painted in monochrome by Benjamin 
West, and representing the death of 
Wolfe. 

Benjamin West (1738-1820) was an 
Anglo-American painter, who for forty 
years enjoyed the patronage of George ITI. 
He was President of the Royal Academy 
from 1791 until the time of his death. 
The “ Battle of the Boyne ” is another 
famous painting by him. 


Heronry at ACount Congreve. 


I asked Major Congreve about the 
famous heronry at Mount Congreve. He 
told me that at one time there were 38 
nests in the heronry, which was believed 
to be the second largest in all Ireland. More 
remarkable still, he told me there used to 
be twenty nests of these magnificent birds 
in one very large tree, a sight which must 


| bave been well worth seeing. 


This may well be a record for modern 
times, but Gilbert White, in his Natural 
History of Selborne, writing of a heronry 
at Cressi Hall, says that a friend told 
him there were eighty nests in a tree 
there. The famous naturalist adds “ four 
score nests of such a bird in ene tree is a 
rarity which I would ride half as many 
miles to have a sight of.’’ 

Major Congreve told me that when 
herons were more plentifu’ they often used 
to stand in pictursque attitudes on the 
famous old stone steps of the terrace, and 
always proved a source{ of attraction to 
visitors. He also descri how, as a boy, 
he had a finger pierced to the bone by the 
powerful bill of one of these birds when 
trying to get some eggs. 

He told me the number of nests is now 


greatly reduced owing to the indiscrimi- 


nate shooting of these beautiful birds 
during the troubled times, but that, now 
things are quiet again, he hopes the 
heronry will soon reassume its former 
proportions, 
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Kindness to Animals. 
Pavement Artists : Lustre Ware. 
Slaves of Fashion. 


Lustre Ware. 


‘Sometimes in an Irish cottage one sees a 
piece of lustre gleaning amonyst the china 
on the kitchen dresser. This ware in its 
different vurieties—silver, bronze, pink, 
purple, etc.—is now being sought after by 
collectors, both because it is still inex- 
pensive and because of its decorative value 
in a room. Lustre ware dates from before 
the thirteenth century, aid is believed to 
have heen discovered from repeated 
attempts to decorate pottery with gold. 
Its manufacture in England began about 
1780, and Liverpool, Leeds and Swansea 
became noted for some beautiful ware 


decorated with a solution of platinum.

tion. 


Hockey in Ulster, 


Tremendous interest is being taken in 
the Ulster Schoolgirls’ Hockey Cup this 
year, and the semi-finals drew immense 
crowds on Wednesday last, when 
Methodist College met Belfast Royal 
Academy, and Victoria College were 
opposed to St. Dominies. 

For many years the resting-place of the 
cup was a foregone conclusion, as either 
“ Methody ” or Victoria College always 
annexed the trophy until it was becoming 
really monotonous, and one began to 
wonder if there ever would be a team 
which would be capable o: taking it from 
either of these two schools. This year, 
however, has seen a great revival on the 
pgit of all the schools, and on Wednes- 
dav last, before a great crowd at Bladon 
Drive, the Royal Academy defeated

This is the first time for the Academy to 
reach the final, as they generally had to 
how to defeat in the first or second rounds 
previously. They are to be congratulated 
in beating a team like “ Methody,’’ who 
are very experienced, and have great 
traditions as cup fighters. In the other 
semi-final, St. Dominics overcame Vic- 
toria College by three goals to two, and 
so there will be an unusual final—St. 
Dominics and Royal Academy. This is 
only as it should be, as the more a cup 
““eirculates,” the better it is for all 
concerned. 


“Che Basin.’ 


Despite the many complaints to the 
contrary, Dublin, in proportion to its 
size, can hold its own with any city in 
the Three Kingdoms in the matter of 
playgrounds. There are, at least, eight 
fine pleasure grounds used by both 
children and adults. I wonder, liow- 
ever, how many Dubliners are aware of 
the existence of that veritable oasis for 
the children of the populous districts of 
Dorset street and Wellington street— 
“ The Basin.’’ 

“The Basin ” is wedged between that 
part of the Royal Canal between Broad- 
stone and Backguiere Bridge, now re- 
claimed, and Berkeley street, and the 
main entrance is in Blessington street. 
This recreation resort, apparently derived 
its name from the fact that a big oval 
shaped expanse of turbid water is sur- 
rounded by the playground proper. When 
this latter is filled in “ the Basin “” will 
make an ideal playing field. 


“ New Lamps for Old!” 


Most collectors would only be too 
anxious to exchange their modern lamps 
for old ones, provided the old ones were 
old enough. The same applies to carpets. 
A friend who manufactures carpets in 
Dublin told me how years ago a Persian 
said to her chaftingly: ‘‘ You can make 
new rugs, but there is one thing in rugs 
you cannot do which I can do. You can- 
not make new rugs old.’’ 

He then told her the secret of faking 
Persian rugs. The rug is buried in the 
sand, and when it has been taken out the 
back is rubbed with some brittle 
substance. Afterwards people walk on it 
continually in their bare feet. These 
processes tend to soften the dyes and 
blend them into one another as if they 
had faded from age. 

I was amused to hear from another 
friend who recently returned from 
America of a wealthy family in San 
Francisco who had an immensely valu- 
able old Persian rug. One thing they 
had to remember with regard to it was 
not to send it to the cleaners. In clean- 
ing the sand would come out and they 
would be sent back a new carpet for their 
old one!

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LODGING NEXT TO SCOTLAND 
YARD. 
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(By S. PEARSON MOWBRAY.) 


6¢ J T is a small world,”’ says the old 

adage, but this, it seems, is not 
true when the police are seeking a man 
for whom they hold a warrant. Even 
Britain is often jnconveniently large in 
this respect. 

Scotlind Yard officers recently arrested 
a commercial traveller against whom a 
warrant was issued two years ayo. 
Although it was suspected that he had 
fled to the Continent, the fact has since 
been disclosed that he did net leave 
London during the whoie of the time 
when. the police were searching. He 
simply did not know that he was wanted 
and had been going about his business 
in his usual way. If he had not been 
accidentally recognised by a police officer, 
he might have continued to do so 
indefinitely. 

The police know only too well that there 
is many a slip between the issue of a 
warrant and the arresting of the subject 
of it, and the public are a trifle unjust 
when they are critical of delays. There 
is seldom such a comedy as that of a 
young clerk who was arrested in a lodging 
house where he had heen living, only five 
doors from a police station, while the 
authorities had been pursuing him for 
nearly a year. Again we are not often 
supplied with such incidents as that which 
occurred in the Victoria district when the 
police at last found a man, whom they 
were seeking, only two doors from the 
Rochester row olice station. Many 
people strangely enough, had reported 
him in places far away from London. 


EFFECT OF “ WIRELESS.” 


A few weeks azo Scotland Yard was 
seeking a man who was reported to have 
been seen at Boulogne, Bournemouth, in 
the West of England and at Manchester. 
The witnesess were obviously convinced 
of the truth of their reports, and their 
descriptions agreed with the portraits and 
details in the possession of the police. 
The man, however, had not even tried 
to run away; he had heen living within 
a twopenny ride of Scotland Yard! 

The advent of wireless has made 
fugitive men and women less inclined to 
fly to the Continent, or to take ship. Few 
events in crime have had such a deterrent 
effect as the wonderful use of wireless 
telegraphy to overhaul the fugitive Dr. 
Crippen. Before that, most alleged 
criminals seeking to avoid arrest, turned 
instinctively to thé high seas. Nowadays 
they have discovered that the big cities 
are more effective hiding places. One 
man did no more than shave off his 
moustache and buy a new suit to avoid 
detection. He moved to a Bloomsbury 
boarding house and travelled about 
London freely, living in good style. He 
went to the theatres and music halls, 
visited race courses and made no attempt 
to hide by becoming a hermit. Once 
again, it was an accidental recognition 
which brought him to justice. A slight 
trick of speech aroused the suspicion 
which led a detective to make inquiries 
and secure his man. 


SAFETY IN HOSPITALS. 


Hospitals have become favoured hiding 
places. A man was found in a ward 
recently after he had escaped detection 
for some months, and frankly confessed 
that he had got involved in an accident 
in order to be out of the way. 

There was a little drama in St. 
Bartholomew’s Hospital, at Rochester, a 
short while ago when a detective visited 
a ‘‘patient’’ with a warrant for his 
arrest. The news that the police were 
searching for a man answering to his 
description had been broadcast and this 
had led a Chatham hotel proprietor to 
communicate with them He said he 
thought the fugitive was a young man 
whom he had seen when visiting the 
hospital, and so it proved. The 
‘patient ’’ had been detained suffering 
from “‘apparent concussion,’ but, at 
sight of the police officer, he said, ‘‘] 
am the man wanted.”’ 

Such an incident suggests that, just 
as wireless has made the high seas un- 
attractive to fugitives, so now, perhaps, 
“ 8,.O.$8.” broadcast messages will make 
it Jess easy for them to hide in the 
hospitals or to roam at Jarge about the 
big cities. 


THE LAST JOURNEY. 


‘OUTWARD BOUND '" ONCE 
MORE. 


It is a pretty compliment that Dublin pays 
to Mr. Sutton Vane'’s unusually interesting 
and excellently written play when a crowded 
house witnesses its revival for the third time 
within six months. True, it has never been 
put on for a '' run,” but there is every pro- 
bability that a full week at the Abbey 
Theatre is well within its power. It was one 
of the most popular plays of its year in 
London, and it has toured with great success 
for nearly six years. 

‘*Qutward Bound ”’ is the kind of play that 
is unexpected—unexpected in its theme, and 
unexpected in its development. Its set of 
people who have just died are quite the most 
unusual people that the contemporary stage 
has seen, and if the playwright did skirt 
bathos and melodrama, he never quite went 
right into either. There were many lines 
that might have been developed, but were 
not—but certainly Mr. Sutton Vane excites 
thought without unduly stressing the mental 
processes. 

To Miss Dorothy Day the play owed its 
first production in Dublin, and it is to her, 
also, that the very successful revival at the 
Abbey Theatre last night is due. The com- 
pany varied in only one respect from that 
which appeared in the first production, some 
four months ago. — Last night Mr. Norman 
Judd appeared as the Rev. W. Duke. He 
filled the part competently enough, but a 
shade more vivacity would have improved his 
performance very much. The ‘“ Drunken 
Wastrel,” Tom Prior, was splendidly imper- 
sonated by Mr. Tom Purefoy, whose perform- 
ance could hardly be improved upon. As Mrs. 
Cliveden-Banks and Mrs. Midget, both Miss 
Hermione Wilson and Miss Madeleine Ross 
repeated the life-like performances of previous 
productions. “The Examiner,” as imper- 
sonated by Mr. Haviland’ Jackson, was 
impressive. and Mr. Adam Leech's 
' Scrubby ” was a very masterly demonstra- 
tion in restrained acting. The “ half-ways,”’ 
Ann and Henry, of Miss 8. Le Brocquy and 
Lal Cranfield, had all the nervous incertitude 
of their uncertain state. 

Miss Dorothy Day produced the play very 
well, indeed ; settings, lighting, and group- 
ings being in every case beautifully executed.

From present indications it would 
appear that the percentage of the elec- 
torate who will exercise the franchise in 
the forthcoming civic elections in Cork 
will be very small. Even in the various 
political camps: the apathy which pre- 
vailed during the earlier stages of the 
campaign is still apparent, and it would 
be unwise to hazard even a guess as to 
the personnel of the re-established Cor- 
poration. The fact that the full twenty- 
one members will be elected this year, 
coupled with the constitution of the entire 
borough as one electoral area for the ‘rst 
time mm local elections, increases the per- 
plexities of the situation, and incidentally 
proclaims the vital necessity for in- 
creased interest on the part cf the 
citizens. 

This point was urged by Sir Stanley 
Harrington, who presided at a meeting 
of the Business Party during tl.e week, 
when he declared that politics should be 
left outside the Council Chamber. That 
party, he said, had no connection what- 
soever with any political organisation, 
although there was no antagonism to any 
of those in their own sphere. ‘‘ We are 
purely a party of business men,” he added, 
“ and every person possessing a vote should 
record that vote, whether for us or some- 
body else.” 


CURTAILED POSTAL SERVICE. is 


The Cork County Council unanimously 
pass. | a resolution which was moved by 
Mr. David Leo O’Gorman, who was for 
a short time a member of the Farmers’ 
Party in the Dail, protesting against the 
curtailment of the postal services in the 
rural areas. Mr. O’Gorman has written 
a letter to his former colleague, Mr. M. R. 
Heffernan, who is now Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister of Posts and 
Telegraphs, on this subject, and he points 
out that the agricultural community con- 
tributes very largely to the revenue of the 
Free State Exchequer. Mr. O'Gorman has 
been protesting for some months against 
the continuation of war bonuses, and says 
that the Government now pay over a 
million under this heading. 

Mr. O'Gorman would do away with the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs for a few 
more years, and continue the rural postal 
deliveries as they are now. In Cork City 
since pre-war days there has been a big 
“cut” in the postal services. There are 
now only two deliveries, compared with 
three then, and the night mail leaves an 
hour earlier. The post office closes its 
doors for the sale of stamps at seven 
o clock, whereas in 1914 its doors were 
open until midnight. When the English 
mail misses the Kingstown connection, as 
frequently happens during the winter 
months, letters are not delivered here 
until after four o’clock in the afternoon. 
This inflicts a very great hardship on the 
business community. In the days before 
the war it was customary to run a special 
train when the connection was lost, and 
in this way business men received their 
letters very little later than under normal 
conditions. 


LANGUAGE AND NATIONALITY. 


“ar. J. J. Horgan, a former Chairman 
of the Cork Harbour Commissioners, and 
a member of several Government Com- 
missions, has added his voice to the pro- 
tests against the exaggerated attention 


paid to the so-called revival of the Gaelic 
Janguage in this country. Mr. Horgan, 
who is a well-known member of the legal 
profession, declared during the week that 


the attempt by a relatively small coterie 
of fanatics and interested persons who at 
the moment controlled the Government of 
this country to force people to learn the 
lrish language could only end in its 
failure, and was, in fact, a confession of 
its failure to survive. This view is also 
held by Mr. D. M. J. O'Connell, who 
recently delivered a lecture to the Cork 
Literary and Scientific Society, when he 
declared that there was a clear distinction 
between race and nationality, and a still 
greater distinction between race ani 
language. It was well, he said, to 
consider the advisability of the interesting 
experiment of their Government to con- 
vert by academic pressure an English- 
speaking people, as they were, into Irish 
speakers. There were enormous difficulties 
in the way of its accomplishment, and he 
inquired what was to be gained by forcing 
a forgotten language in the schools. 

Mr. Horgan points out that language is 
not an essential of nationality, as the 
United States proved, and Mr. O’Conne!l! 
states that what must be taught was 
compliance with laws which had 
been carefully drafted and considered for 
the benefit of Ireland as a whole, and not 
the selfish benefit of one class. People in 
an island country could not keep two 
languages in the home They under 
stood the English language, and when 
they went outside this country their 
neighbours also understood it. 


CORK FARMERS’ PROGRESS. 


When Mr. Mulcahy opened the Cork 
abattoir almost two years ago he com. 
mented most favourably on the way that 
the farmers in this county seized the 
offportunity to capture the pork trade on 
the English market against the Conti- 
nental selleis. It is one of the good signs 
that this progress had been not only 
maintained, but that great strides have 
been made. Mr. J. Barrett, Chairman of 
the Cork Abattoir Company, gave some 
interesting figures on the situation at the 
annual meeting of the company. The 
pork exports were negligible up to the date 
when they first began operations. In the 
year to July, 1926. the records of the 
Cor’. Harbour Commissioners showed that 
they exported only half a ton of 
pork. In the following year the exports 
from Cork had increased to 154 tons, and 
in the year to July, 1928, the exports had 
reached the ‘‘ record ” figure of 291 tons. 
These figures spoke for themselves, and 
conveyed the magnificent lesson to their 
farmers of what their co operation in such 
a scheme as theirs would bring to them. 

It would be noted that a new “ record.” 
had been set up for both pork and pig 
shipments, and it was no small matter 
for pride that they should have been 
directly responsible as a body for these 
““records.” If for any cause their repu- 
tation for steady and consistent supply 
was blemished by inactivity on the part 
of the members, it would have serious 
and far-reaching reactions on their suc- 
cessful conduct in future years. For the 
highest price to be obtained they required 
a pig suitable for the Smithfield trade—a 
long, lean pig, which weighed from 60 
to 90lb. in the carcase. The character of 
their supplies in this respect showed 
excellent improvement in the past year. 
When they first began to operate. only 
thirty per cent. approximately of the 
pigs sent fell within the limits that he 
had specified, while last year “it was 
eighty-seven per cent. That was a 
splendid increase, but they wanted to 
obtain the full one hundred per cent. 
Mr. Barrett complained that the supplies 
of sheep coming to the abattoir were not 
satisfactory.

ASPECTS OF RELIGIOUS 
EDUCATION. 

Preaching in St. Ann’s Church, Dublin, 
yesterday, the Bishop of Cashel said :—~To-day 
we are asked to bring the subject of religious 
education before our people, and it is, there- 
lore, a ‘suitable opportunity to discuss its 
true meaving. It may help to concentrate ou: 
minds upon essential truth, without which al 
such education is not only valueless, but may 
become very dangerous to spiritual progress. 

In these days we are all inclined to be 
individualistic in our outlook, and to cease to 
take anything for granted simply because 
others say so. So long as the world moved 
Ou quietly and steadily we were satisfied to 
have our children taught the facis of 
Christianity, whilst at the same: time giving 
them proof of the logical soundness of the 
religious institution to which they belonged ; 
but we have found to our dismay that this 
method has not been successful. 

On further consideration, we find that 
knowledge of the facts of Chrstianity may 
exist side by side with intolerance, extreme 
bigotry and indifference. For these reasons 
we conclide that we must get behind the 
facts of Christianity to the life of which they 
speak, The exponents of any institution 
must believe and teach that the creed, the 
forms of worship, ate only the evidence of 
that life. We must go further and impress 
upon our children that those who believe in 
that life must be stamped with its likeness. 

IMPORTANT TRUTHS. 

This being before us, two very important 
truths—that there is an essential basis for 
religious education which ought to be com- 
mon to all denominations, and that this 
ought to have a marked effect upon al! 
Christians, no matter of what denomination. 
who share in that common hope. It is not 
too much to say that thorough understand- 
ing of the importance of this subject lies at 
the root of the progress of Church and Btate. 
On the other hand, lack of discernment as to 
the true relation between that life, which is 
the source of the vitality of all sound in- 
stitutional religion, and the method by which 
knowledge of that life is imparted to man- 
kind, seems to be responsible for much that 
is wrong in this world te-day 

We have spoken of the essential basis 
which is common to all denominations, and 
by that we mean the Divine Christ, Who re- 
vealed the love of the Eternal to a sin- 
stained world by offering Himself as a sacri 
fice fov sin and an example of godly life. 
It follows, therefore, that the first and chief 
qualification for a teacher of the Christian 
religion. is to experience the power of that 
life over his own thoughts, words and actions. 

The Christian institution, therefore, which 
gives evidence of the possession of the dis- 
tinguishing marks of the followers of Christ 
is that only which will command respect and 
attention in these days. The highest evidence 
of the possession of the truth is found in 
those who approach nearest in holiness to 
Him Who was without sin, no matter ‘what 
denomination they may belong to. 

hese are the qualifications for the teacher. 
and it follows that his first and greatest 
privilege is to lead those whom he teaches to 
the knowledge of Him Whom I know is life 
eternal. 

It is this fact which clothes religious educa 
tion with spirit and life, and enables the 
teacher to place before the pupil all the 
helps by which institutional hE wise deepens 
that knowledge of the Divine Christ. 

The example of St. Patrick is to us all to- 
day an inspiration and a hope. As a nation, 
it shows to us that the only way to peace 
and progress is that of Christian toleration, 
and to have careful regard to the liberty of 
all denominations who conscientiously hold 
their views upon the best method of further- 
ing the work of Christ. 

Hope springs up anew as we realise what 
the power of Christ was able to perform in 
those far-off days when St. Patrick preached 
and lived the Gospel. The tradition has 
come down to us that the people reflected 
the characteristics of Christ, and we may 
infer from this that they were Christ-like in 
their actions towards each other, kind and 
generous, unselfish and humble. We are now 
a. small minority in this country, and the 
future is very uncertain. There are unwel- 
come indications, but they may pass. In the 
meantime we will try to live as Christ would 
wish us to live, bearing in mind that those 
who walk according to the example of Christ 
find the peace of G vi. 


THE MISSION OF 
ST. PATRICK. 


“ MOST IMPORTANT EVENT IN 
IRISH HISTORY.’’ 


The Right Rev, Dr. Orr, Bishop of Meath, 
was the special preacher at the Magdalen 
Church, Dublin, oe morning, when a 
Commemoration Service of the foundation of 
the Irish Church was held. There was 
specia! music, and a large orchestra accom- 
panied the choir. 

Preaching ou the work of St. Patrick, Dr. 
Orr said that St. Patrick spent fourteen 
years in training himself for his mission. He 
went to Auxerre to study, and difficulties met 
him. Irish had grown more familiar to him 
than his native tongue. ‘‘My speech and 
style are changed into the tongue of the 
Stranger,’’ he said; and he was always pain 
fully conscious that better educated men 
scoffed at his ‘‘ rusticity ” and rude Latin, 
which was indeed very clumsy and ungram- 
matical. He seemed to know very little but 
the Bible and the heart of man. 

There were Christians in Ireland before St. 
Patrick’s day, most of them probably in the 
South. 

Uudoubtedly St. Patrick took part in 
creating a Christian state different in type 
from that in which he had been brought 
up. He did not attempt to substitute 
another system for that to which the Ivish 
were accustomed. He endeavoured to de 
velop what was best in their own institu 
tions, avoiding all unnecessary conflict and 
recognising that in all codes there were 
‘“‘ judgments of just nature.”’ 

St. Patrick’s mission to Ireland was in 


many ways the most important event in 
Irish history. By a peaceful conquest it 
brought Ireland within the circle of that 


European civilisation which centred round 
the Roman state; and it did so at the very 
time when the whole Roman power was being 
broken to pieces. For fifty years the Irish 


whad been one of the barbarous peoples raid 


ing in ppon the territories in which Rome 
had established orderly and civilised institn- 
tions. After their conversion the Irish 
ceased to be a predatory nation. 

But they did more than merely abstain 
from plundering their neighbours. They 
preserved Christianity and 
time when both were almost trampled out of 
existence in great parts of Europe. — For 
three centuries Ireland was among the most 
peaceful regions in the western world; and 
the Irish had to bring back to Britain and 
to Continental Europe the religion and leurn- 
ing which had been brought to them by St 
Patrick. i 

In conclusion the Bishop appealed to them 
to support the Charch of Ireland.

MISSING DONEGAL 
FISHERMEN

FOUND ON AN ISLAND. 

Four men who left Killybegs, County 
Donegal, on Tuesday morning last in a fish. 
ing yawl for Easkey have been located at 
Innismurray Island, off the Donegal coast. 
They reached the island on Wednesday in an 
exhausted state. They had neither food ror 
drink in the boat, and were almost im a 
state of collapse from éxposure when found 
by the islanders. 

The men left Killybegs on Tuesday at 10 
a.m. in a fishing yawl that had just been 
built for them in the Industrial School at 
Killybegs, for their homes at Easkey, County 
Shgo, a small town nearly midway between 
Ballina and Sligo, Their names are :—Michael 
Monnelly, Killeenduff, Easkey, aged 30 years, 
married, six children; William Leonard, 
Easkey, 20 years, single; Patrick Weir, Fort- 
land, Easkey, 30 years; Thomas Killeen, 
Kaskey, 350 years. 

It was reported to the Easkey Civic Guards 
that some time after the boat left Killybegs 
a fog settled over the sea, and that the men 
had lost their bearings, They were subse- 
quently met by a Donegal fishing boat be- 
tween the islands of Killybegs and Innis- 
murray. This boat gave the yaw! its bear- 
ings, indicating the course of Easkey. 

They were not seen afterwards until they 
reached the island. 


CHRISTIAN REUNION. 


SERMON BY THE REV. J. F. M. 
COX. 


Preaching in the Magdalen Church, Dub- 
lin, last night, on the subject of Christian 
Reunion, Rev. J. F. Moncrieff Cox, in the 
course of his sermon, said :—Since the pub- 
lication of the Lambeth Appeal, and as a 
consequence of that-appeal, joint conferences 
have taken place between Anglican and Free 
Church men. These conferences have found 
a measure of agreement which is truly re- 
markable. The Anglicans insisted upon the 
necessity of the Episcopate as the one means 
of providing a ministry acknowledged by 
every part of the Church. The Free Church 
men insisted upon the necessity of recogni- 
tion of their ministries as within the Univer- 
sal Church of Christ. We are concerned to- 
night with the former of these conditions. 
After long and careful consideration of the 
difficulties involved, an agreed statement wis 
drawn up. It was signed by the repre- 
sentatives of both sides in the Conference; 
and her approval subsequently by the Fede- 
ral Council, which represents the Various 
non-episcopa] Communions. This agreed 
statement is very remarkable, and calls for 
careful study by every student of Christian 
Reunion. 

Of the Episcopate, it declares : 


“ In view 


of the fact that the Episcopate was from — 


early times, and for many _ centuries, 
accepted, and by the greater part of 
Christendom is still accepted, as the means 
whereby the authority of the whole body is 
given, we agree that it ought to be accepted 
as such by the united church of the future.” 
Here we have the removal of a difficulty. 
which has formed for centuries a harrier 
between the reformed Churches. Such a 
statement provides convincing proof of the 
will to unity which exists among the Free 
Churches. 

ln thus accepting episcopacy in the Church 
of the future, the Conference 1s careful to 
point out, that the episcopacy contemplated 
is (a) representative; (b) constitutional. By 
the former it is meant that the election of 
Bishops should be by the votes of the clergy 
and laity. not by the nomination of the 
State. By the second, that the episcopate 
should have no legislative authority apart 
from the Presbyters and the laity. 

To Irish churchmen it is a matter of in- 
terest, and of legitimate pride, that such an 
episcopate in just what we have adopted. 
Our Bishops are elected by the votes of our 
Synods. ‘They rule in conjunction with the 
General Snyod, which is the supreme Iecis- 
lative body, and in which the lay represen- 
tation is two to ove. A move in this direc- 
tion has taken place in tlie Church of 
England by the formation of Parochial 
Councils, through which the laity may have 
a share in the control of church affairs.

An old Irish 
potato ring, Dublin, 1788, should sell well, as 
these rings are becoming scarcer. 

There are some nice pieces of glass to be 
disposed of, but at the last moment it has 
been decided to withdraw some three dozen 
lots which formed an unique collection of old 
Irish glass, as the owner was reluctant to 
part with it, and has postponed offering it 
for sale.

The Dawn of History.

civilisation of five thousand years before 
Christ—a time when, in our great-grand- 
fathers’ belief, the earth without 
form and void. It was a cruel civilisa- 
tion, but it had reached a high degree of 
culture in the arts. The royal tombs at 
Ur have yielded ornaments that, for 
richness and beauty, can. compete: with 
the finest treasures of ancient Egypt. 
Now Mr. C. Leonard Woolley announces 
the expedition’s culminating discovery— 
evidence that the Flood was a historic 
fact. He tells the story in The Times. 
The /graves at Ur were made, seven 
thousand years ago, in soil which had 
been formed by the accumulation of house 
refuse, decayed bricks and broken pottery. 
It is obvious that when the place was 
chosen as a royal cemetery its ignoble 
origin had been forgotten. The dump 
was older than the graves, and the 
expedition continued to dig below the 
graves. As it dug, the successive strata 
showed little change ; the types of pottery 
were uniform; the civilisation of Ur 
scems to have been static. for a period, 
perhaps, of centuries. “ At last, when 
we had got to about the level, of the outer 
plain, the workmen announced virgin 
soil, a clean, water-laid clay. without the 
slightest admixture of pottery or ash’ or 
other human débris."’ This clean. clay 
formed a stratum of eight solid feet. 
Beneath it the explorers were again in 
contact with sherds, pottery and other 
traces of man’s ancient presence. Deeper 
still, at sea level, came the river silt of 
the island on which the first huts had 
been built. Thus the evidences are, first, 
of an extremely early occupation ; then of 
a calamity which buried much of the 
island under a huge bank of water-laid 
clay ; then of a fresh settlement, with new 
features which suggest that one element 
of the former population had survived at 
the expense of the other. ‘‘ The disaster,” 
says Mr. Woolley, “ which thus buried 
the old settlement and caused a break in 
the continuity of civilisation can, on the 
face of it, be nothing other than the 
Fleod of Sumerian history and legend;”’ 
He adds that only a deluge of unexampled 
magnitude conld have deposited the eight- 
foot bank of clay which overlies the 
original settlement. of Abraham's city. 
In Mr. Woolley’s view no other inter'pre- 
tation of the facts is tenable, and. the 
Flood of Sumerian legend is also the 
Flood of the Book of Genesis. . The 
archwologist’s spade is a double-edged 
weapon. It is playing havoc with Arch- 
bishop Ussher’s chronology, but in every 
part of the Near and Middle East it is 
confirming the essential truth of the Old

A BRAHMS PROGRAMME. 


In the end the programme actually per: 
formed at the Dublin Philharmonic Society's 
concluding concert was lighter than wiat 
was promised—or threatened—in tite early 
amiouncements. Even so, the concert 
octupied more than two and a half hours, 
and was fairly solid.. Instead of Miss Ina 
Boyle's charming ‘work “The Magic Harp, 
and the Wayner music that was decided on 
at a late stage in the preparations for the 
concert, the original plan would have given 
us the Fourth Symphony of Brahms. 
would have made the concert almost unbear- 
ubly heavy. I am against one-composer 
cot:certs as a rule, and Brahms is a specially 
unsuitable subject. The actual programme 
performed at the Theatre Royal last Saturday 
was as follows :— 

“Tragic” Overture 

Tone-Poem ... “The Maxie Harp”... 
Good Fricay Music from “ Parsifal” 
Songs by Scliumann, Brahms, etc. 
German Reguicw . 


The orchestral playing in the first part oj 
the programme was equal to the best of the 
Society's former performances. The Brahms 
overture is nut showy music, but it was 
cleanly and impressively played. Colonel 
Brasé's special strength in respect of Wagner 
music was shown again in a sensitive and 
sutisfying, periormance of the Good Friday 
music. Miss Boyle’s work, dedicated to Dr. 
Kitson, with whom she has studied, is 
liighly effective music for full erchestra, ex- 
hibiting abundant beauty of theme and of 
instrumental treatment. The composer was 
called to the platform at its conclusion and 
applauded with deserved heartiness” Devoid 
of extravagances, her music shows due appre- 
ciation of modern orchestral resources. Its 
poetical theme is drawn from Irish folk-lore. 

Mr. Keith Falkiner, a young baritone 
singer who was iptroduced.to Dublin at a 
former concert of the Philharmenic Society, 
was engageti particularly for solo work in the 
“ German Requiem.” Opportunity was taken 
to let him exhibit some of the work of Brahms 
as a song-writer. He sanz, of Brahms, 
“Wie bist du, meine Konigin” and 
“Sonntag '—the first being one of the most 
beautiful of the composer’s art-songs, and 
the other an example of his writing in the 
folk-song style; and Mr; Falkiner added to 
these Schumann's ‘‘Ich grolle nicht.” and 
other songs, among which “ Ethiopia Saluting 
the Coiours’’ (Charles Wood) counted as his 
most effective performance. 

Mr. J. Turner: Huggard conducted the per- 
formance of the ‘‘German Requiem.’’ This 
work. has been performed in ‘Dublin a few 
times in recent years on ‘a smaller scale, but 
it well deserved the use of the Philharmonic 
Society's splendid orchestral and choral re- 
sources. The rather exacting choruses were 
sung with great spirit by the large choir, the 
orchestra played as efficiently in this as it 
does in purely orchestral music, and Mr. 
Huggard managed the’ ensemble with more 
authority and grip than he has shown on any 
previous occasion, 

At its first production, the ‘‘ Requiem ”’ 
extended only to the choral conclusion of the 
section that contains the first baritone solo. 
The rest was added at a later date. Beautiful 
and impressive as the numbers in the second 
section are—they often are thought worthy of 
separate performance, and so are known better 
than the original portion—they are revealed 
in’ a-full-scale performance as weaker than 
the sections that precede them. Mv own im- 
pression on Saturday was of a distinct fall- 
ing-off in the strength and intensity of the 
music after the original clase of the Requiem. 
Yet the second portion contains such numbers 
as the deeply-felt chorus, ‘‘ How lovelv is 
Thy dwelling-place,”’ the moving soprano 
solo. ‘‘ Ye now are sorrowful.’’ and the second 
bafitone solo, which Mr.*Keith Falkiner, at 
least, found more to his liking than the first, 
though he was admirable (for tone and diction) 
iz both. Miss F. Mills Forsyth was the 
soprano. Her solo lay too high to show her 
voice at its best, but she sang with great ex- 
pression, and her ziantssimo at the start was 
most apovealing. 

The big thing in the “ Requiem” is the 
long number, ‘ All flesh is grass,” for chorus 
and orchestra, which are used together as 
equal bearers of the solemn burden of ex- 

ression. It moves’ along like a majestic 
uneral, with solemn pomp. It was in this 
that Mr. Huggard showed ability to rise to 
a great occasion. Orchestra and chorus sup- 
porting him nobly, he maintained to the end 
of the long course of that number a lofty 
eloquence in the delivery of the music. This 
was the true climax of the afternoon's work, 
and, bearing it in mind, one felt. no doubt 
that he was, indeed, a great composer whose 
name was celebrated in last Saturday's con- 
cert OBBLIGATO.

TO SPECULATORS.

CINCINNATI, Sunday. 

Mr. Roy Young, Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Board, in his first public

A PRELIMINARY TEST. 

The Conservative Party at present 
holds all five seats, but, save at Eddis- 
bury, where the only opposition will be 
offered by a Liberal, both Labour and 
Liberal candidates now will oppose tho 
Conservatives ; while Holland-with-Boston 
is to have the distinction of a quadruple 
contest—a fourth candidate standing as 
an independent champion of agricultural 
interests. 

_ The results will be awaited with keen 
interest; for in many quarters they will 
be regarded as a possible index to the 
course of voting at the coming general 
election. It must be borne in mind, how- 
ever, that the five-and-a-half millions of 
newly-enfranchised voters will not exer- 
cise their privilege this week, and so the 
test will be by no means a conclusive one. 

The Conservative majorities in the five 
divisions at the general election of 1924 
were :—Fast Toxteth, 9,519; Bath, 7,267; 
Holland - with - Boston, 4,770; North 
Lanark, 2,028; Eddisbury, 1,669. 

Since that election there have been no 
Jess than fifty-cight by-elections, two. of 
which were uncontested. Of these the 
Conservatives won 29, Labour 21, and 
Liberals 8. The Government thus has 
suffered a net loss of twelve in fifty-six 
contested seats. 


MR. STEPHEN WALSH. 

Mr. Stephen Walsh. the Labour 
meinber for the Ince Division of Lanea. 
shire, who died at Wigan on Saturday 
last, aged seventy vears, began life as a 
lad of thirteen working in' the mines and 
rose to Ministerial and Cabinet rank. 
For twenty-six years he had represented 
the Ince Division. A level-headed man of 
moderate views, he was esteemed by mem- 
bers of all parties in the House. - He 
possesséd no /ittle tact, and in his various 
Offices he- gave ‘evidence of marked 
administrative powers. From 1921 to 
1922 he was Vice-Chairman of the Labour 
Party in the Commons. In the Coalition 
Government Mr... Walsh was’ Partia- 
mentary Secretary to the Local Govern- 
ment Board. His. most important. post 
was that of Secretary of State for War in 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s Ministry. Mr. 
Walsh was very successful at the War 
Office, and he was held in high esteem by 
every member of the staff. His last 
speech in the House was an eloquent 
appeal for the distressed folk in 
mining areas.

MR. FRANK VARLEY. 


Mr. Frank Bradley Varley, Labour 
member for the Mansfield Jsivision of 
Nottinghainshire, who had been lying ill 
for some time at his home at Basford. 
Nottingham, died yesterday, aged 44 
years. Mr. Varley was born at Riddings, 
Alfreton, and was educated at the local 
elementary school. A_ colliery check 
weighman, he became secretary to the 
Nottinghamshire Miners’ Association and 
a member of the Miners’ Federation 
Kxecutive, and was regarded as one of 
the soundest men in the trade union 
movement. His sober political views 
often. brought bim into confliet with the 
extremist element in the Nottinghamshire 
coalfield. When Mr. George Spencer, 
M.P., broke away from the Association 
ane formed the Miners’ Industrial Union, 
a non-political body, during the coal 
stoppage of 1926, it was thought that he 
might win the support of Mr. Varley. 
Mr. Varley, however, maintained his 
allegiance {o the Association and the 
Miners’ Federation. Jn ‘the early stages 
of the struggle be hud acute differences 
with Mr. A. J. Cook, Secretary of the 
Federation, but these subsequently were 
composed. Mr. ‘Varley was first elected 
fcr the Mansfield Division in December, 
1923, and he was re-elected in the follow- 
ing October.

FLOOD DEATHS IN 
“AMERICAS 


FOOD FROM AIR. 


SUPPLIES. 


Frou “‘ Tue Times ’? Corresronvent. 
NEW YORK, Sunday. 


News of the Alabama floods is meagre 
owing to the inaccessibility of many of the 
ravaged towns and the breakdown of 
télegraph arid’ telephone communications ; 
but it is feared that scores of persons 
have lost their lives in addition to the 
fifteen whose bodies have been recovered. 

The floods, which began last Wednes- 
day with violent rains that were con- 
tinuous for two days, inundated the low- 
lying towns atd villages Over the latge 
area extending from the Chattahoochce 
river, on the Georgia border. to 
Tombigbee, at the other side of the State, 
and from Montgomery southward to below 
the Florida border. 

Twenty thousand people were driven 
from their homes, and only three thou- 
sand have so far been rescued. Others 
have sought refuge on the roofs of the 
houses, in the tree tops, and on small 
patches of high ground. 


17 RELIEF AEROPLANES. : 
They are isolated from the surrounding 
country, and many of them are without 
food or sufficient clothes, although seven- 
teer Army aeroplanes have been flying 
over the area dropping food supplies to 
them. | 

The worst floods were at Elba, at the 
confluence of the Pea river and White. 
water Creek, and at Geneva, where the 
Pea meets the Choctawhatchee. Elba 
was completely submerged, except for thie 
upper storeys of some houses. 

At the height of the flood there was 
more than twenty. feet of raging water in 
the main street. Two thousand people 
were rescued from Elba and Geneva on 
Saturday and.taken to Cemetery Hill. 
Other refugee camps were established at 
“nterprise, Troy and Dothan. 


ATTACK OF MEASLES. 

It is feared that the outbreak of 
measles which occurred among children 
at Cemetery Hill may extend to other 
camps. 

All refugees who can be reached are 
being inoculated with typhoid serum. 
Sanitary conditions in the camps are said 
to be deplorable. 

South of Geneva, across the Florida 
border, two hundred people were rescued 
yesterday from Carysville, and Hilligean, 
a town of five hundred people, lost all its 
houses but four. . 

In @estern Alabama-Brewton, Garland, 
and a number of other towns on the 
tributaries of the Escambia and Alabama 
rivers were in deep water last night, and 
the water was still rising there, although 
in the Elba-Geneva region it began 
receding on Friday afternoon. 

Several outlying parts of Montgomery 
were likewise flooded.

1 should 
think that: it will prove to be the fastest 
read course in the world.” ' This was the 
ópinion ' expressed to an Irish Times 
representative last ‘Saturday’ by Mr. 
Kensington Moir, the motor racing expert 
of 41 Park Lane, London, who inspected 
the Phenix Park course on Saturday 
afternoon cn behalf “of a nimbert of 
famous British racing motorists, and on 
the invitation of the Royal Irish Automo- 
bile Club, the organisers of the races, 
which ate to be held next July. 
Mr. Kensington Moir was so much im- 
pressed by the course and its possibilities 
that. he forthwith handed in four entries 
for the races, and ‘stated that he thought 
that he would be able to get ‘at least 
forty British entries for competition in 
the two races. :

Mr. Kensington Moir has raced on all 
the ‘famous courses in Europe, and his 
visit to Dublin was made for the purpose 
of inspecting the Phenix Park course, so 
as to be able to report to his colleagues as 
to its suitability. He represented par- 
ticularly the interests of Mr. Birkin anil 
Mr. Rubin. 

“On Saturday he toured the course with 
Mr. Edward White. He spent the aiter- 
noon inspecting it in a thorough fashion, 
and when he had done he discovered that 
these was not ove fault that he could find 
wit’ the course. 


NOTHING LIKE IT IN ENGLAND. 

In his interview with an Jrtsh Times 
representative shortly betore he leit on 
his return journey to London on Saturday 
night, Mr. Kensington Moir expressed 
himself in most enthusiastic terms. 

“1 think that it is much the fastest 
course for road racing that I have ever 
seen,” he declared.. .“ There is nothing 
like it in England, and it. is certainly 
jaster by at least twenty miles an hour 
than the Belfast circuit. As 1 have said, 
| think that it is a wonderin] course, ov 
which you will get colossal speeds. 1 am 
absolutely in love with it, and consider 
that it is very safe. In'saying this, 1 am 
taking into consideration the widening 0)

130 MILES AN HOUR. 


“I reckon that the average speed for 
the big cars will be 84 to’ 85 miles an 
hour; ‘and that the’ ‘highest speeds 
attained on. the. straights will be some- 
thing like 120 to 130 miles-per hour.

SPECTATORS’. POINT OF VIEW. 

‘The Phoenix Park course is going to 
be a very hard one on the cars, ' he went 
on, “because of the high speeds that will | 
be attained” on the straights and the 
pulling down to nothing again coming to 
the corners, to be followed by high speeds 
again on the other side. “ It will be-a 
real test of efficiency fer the cars com- 
peting. 

“ From the spectator s point of view, I 
consider that this track will also have the 
advantage over all the other tracks. It is 
a short course—just over four miles—and 
each car will come around every three to 
three and a-half thinntes. There will be 
thrills in plenty with the tremendous 
speeds on the straight and the stiff corners: 


THE UNLUCKY THIRTEENTH. 


“I have only one fault to find with the 
arrangements for the race, and that is the 
holding of the second day's race on the 
thirteenth of the month. I make this 
point because I know that a lot of the rac- 
ing motorists are superstitious, and would 
intensely dislike the idea of racing on the 
thirteenth-—if they would not refuse 
altogether. At least two of the four men 
Í entered this day for the race are super- 
stitious in this regard. 

‘“] think that. the second day's race 
shouJd be held on Sunday, the fourteenth. 
It would solve a number of problems. 
Particularly, it would give a day’s rest to 
the drivers who are competing in the big 
car yace as well as-in the small car race, 
and would give these men time to recover 
from the effects of their experiences mm the 
first day’s race. Í would like to emphasise 
this point. 1 believe, also, that if the de- 
cision to run: the big car race on the 
thirteenth is maintained, it will have the 
effect of cutting down the entries by a 
very considerable number. It is for the 
good of the races that I put forward this 
suggestion.”

CANDIDATES FOR THE 
BELFAST SEATS. 
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From Ovr CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Sunday. 

Although the Redistribution Bill has only 
passed’ its second reading in the Northern 
Ireland Parliament, there is considerable 
political activity in the forty-eight single- 
member constituencies which, with the 
four University seats, will form the new 
House of Commons. 

Candidates have been selected in many 
of the :constituencies, while in not a few 
instances constituencies have been selected 
by |would-be candidates. 

In North Belfast Alderman Major 
Hall-Thompson, the High Sheriff, has 
been selected as Unionist candidate for 
the new Clifton Division, and Mr. 
William Grant, M.P., is being put for- 
ward by the Duncairn Unionist : Associa- 
tion. It is understood that Mr. Lloyd 
Campbell, owing .to pressure of business 
which necessitates a visit to the 
Dominions, will not seek re-election. 

Mr. S. Kyle, M-P., the Labour leader, 
is going forward for the new Old Park 
Division, for which a Unionist candidate 
bas not yet been selected. It is under- 
stood that Alderman Midgley, a Labour 
representative upon the Corporation, will 
contest Dock Division, and the name of 
Mr. J. Gyle, M.P., Independent Unionist, 
is also mentioned for this seat. Alderman 
Midgley defeated the Unionist candidate 
in Dock Ward at the recent municipal 
elections, 

TO TRY FOR TWO PARLIAMENTS. 

Captain the Right Hon. Herbert Dixon, 
M.P., will be the Unionist candidate for 
the Bloomfield Division, and it is under- 
stood that he will also again seek re- 
election for East Belfast in the Imperial 
Parliament. He will be the only Northern 
M.P. who will aspire to seats in both 
Houses, but it is understood that this is 
to some extent necessitated by the fact 
that he is Chief Whip to the Ulster 
Unionist Party; and will be able to keep 
in touch with the party organisation in 
Great Britain. 

The Right Hon. H. M. 
Minister of Finance, is going forward for 
the Windsor Division. Bisposition to him 
is threatened by Mr. William Magill, 
President of the Central Executive of the 
Ulster Tenants’ Defence Association, 
which is also putting forward Mr. A. 
M‘Connell as a tenants’ candidate for 
Willowfield Division. 

Alderman John Graham is the prospec- 
tive Unionist candidate for the Woodvale 
Division, and it is stated that Alderman 
J. W. Nixon will go forward as an Inde- 
pendent Unionist. Mr. Thomas Hender- 
son, M.P., will probably be the Inde- 
pendent Unionist candidate for the 
Shankill Division, the official Unionist 
candigate for which has not yet been 
disclosed. 

The Attorney-General, the Right Hon. 
A. B. Babington, -vill be the Unionist 
candidate for Cromac Division, and it is 
stated that he will be opposed by Mr. 
James Reed, B.L., as an Independent 
Unionist, supported by those interested in 
the vindication of Mrs. Whan, whose case 
has been before the Northern Courts for 
several years. 

NATIONALIST ‘CANDIDATES. 

Colonel Woods, M.P., will go forward 
for election as an Independent Unionist 
for St. Anne’s Division, which includes 
the Sandy Row area, and portion of the 
centre of the city. 

It is expected that the Nationalists will 
contest both the Central Division, which 
includes the Smithfield Ward and the 
Falls Division. The name of Mr. Joseph 
Devlin is mentioned for the former seat, 
but no candidate has yet been announced 
for thé latter division, in which the 
Labour séction will also ood a candi 
date. The Labour choice probably will be 
Mr. W. M‘Mullen, M.P., who at present 
is one of the representatives of West 
Belfast. Mr. L. M‘Curdy, as Labour 
candidate, defeated Councillor Hugh 
Ní Alevey, the Nationalist candidate for 
the Aldermanship of Falls Ward at the 
recent municipal elections. 

Sir Dawson Bates, the Minister of 
Home Affairs, will be the Unionist candi- 
date for the Victoria Division, while Mr. 
J. Battie, M.P., will be a Lebour candi- 
date for the Pottinger Division.

TO THF EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—I trust you will allow me. a Catholic 
layman, to make a few observations on the 
letter from Colonel Cane, which appears in 
your issue of the 15th inst. The so-called 
Catholic Emancipation Act of 1829 had very 
little of a religious character about. it; in 
fact, it left the actual state of the Catholic 
religion worse than it was. It added’ very 
little, if any, to the condition. of religion 
brought about by the Act of 1793, but it 
gave some Catholics an opportunity of 
entering the race for the acquisition of 
personal honours or personal profit. For 
men like Wyse, Sheil and others the Act of 
1829 was merely a short cut to the enjoy- 
ment of the fleshpots of the State. 

Among those who worked for putting the 
Acts of 1793 and 1829 on the Statute Book 
the non-Catholics stand out by themselves, 
They had nothing to gain by such an Act, 
and for principle alone, without, any hope of 
reward, they worked that these Acts should 
be passed. Whether it was Lord Donoughmore, 
Wolfe Tone, Sir John Hippesley, W. Todd- 
Jones, Grattan, etc., the Catholics who 
celebrate the passing of the Act of 1829 owe 
more to the non-Catholics than what our 
official histories tell us. Without their aid 
and support the Act of 1829 would not have 
passed as soon as it did; and it must not be 
forgotten that it was no question of justice, 
equity, fair play or any similar altruistic 
motive which induced the placing of that Act 
on the Statute Book, but rather the fear’ of 
the organised force of all the people of 
Ireland. 

It is not clear that Lord Donoughmore 
supported the Catholic claims because he was 
a Freemason. The Whig Club, of which he 
was a member, was looked upon by its 
opponents of that day as a Fianna Fail club 
would be looked upon -by Colonel Cane 
to-day. It was the extreme limit of political 
progressiveness, and its members, because of 
their personal predilections, would support 
the Catholic claims, but not because of the 
inherent justice of these claims. There were 
scveral other questions of that day equally 
inherently just, and Lord Donoughmore 
opposed them. 

The Act of 1829 was mainly political. 
Catholics and non-Catholies united in bring 
ing it about. The conditions which brought 
it about were opposed by many Catholics, 
and I, for one, look on any attempt to create 
religious rancour out of such an Act as 
bigotry worthy of the middle ages. The 
Catholics themselves were mainly responsible 
for not having got Emancipation earlier. 
Dr. Troy, Lord Fingal, Lord Kenmare, etc., 
refused to have Catholic Emancipation a con- 
comitant to the Act of Union, and these 
were the Catholic leaders of the day. 

Religious rancour is dying, not because of 
any broadmindedness in the general populace, 
but because less and less people pay any 
attention to those who propagate such 
nonsense. Wolfe Tone was reviled, perse- 
cuted, execrated and excommunicated (at 
least his Catholic followers were) in his day, 
and to-day the Government of the country 
which is supported by Catholic..and Pro- 
testant bishops, Freemasons, Ancient Order 
of Hibernians, Orangemen, ete., makes a 
early pilgrimage to his grave iú Bodetjstown. 
Why? Because his loyalty was given to 


men. Is this not a headline for all—Catholic, 
Protestant, Freemason, etc.? To no other 
man of the period is such homage shown, 
and the reason is plain. Away then with 
these sectional differences, and let all: unite 
in love for, and service to, Ireland. I feel 
confident that Colonel Cane will have no 
objection to serving under the banner of an 
Ireland purged from the scourge of sectional 
differences and where all will have only one 
idea, one outlook, one outlet for their 
energies—Ireland first, Ireland last and Ire- 
land all the time. There will then be no 
celebrations, commemorations or anniver- 
saries, but those of men who have given 
all to Ireland—a consummation devoutly to 
be wished. To that end, I, a Catholic, am 
taking no interest whatever in the celebra- 
tions of 1929. There is nothing to celebrate. 
The Act of 1793 was of far greater import- 
ance, and the damage done to freland by the 
destruction of the 40s. freeholders was far 
greater than any benefits conferred by. the 
Act of 1829.—Yours, etc.,

MAIL BOATS AND FOG,

Sirn,—With reference to the stranding of 
the R.M.S. Cambria, nobody but the com- 
mander of a steamer knows the strain of 
endeavouring to keep time during a fog or 
snowstorm. ‘lherefore, my entire og 
is with the captain of that vessel; for — 
know from experience how impossible it is 
to locate sound, even under apparently 
similar conditions. I am aware that the 
harbour launch, befare the hour of the mail 
boat’s arrival, proceeds to clear the course. 
Might I suggest that, during fog, she should 
take up a position at the turning point for 
the harbour, and answer every blast of the 
steamer’s whistle by a blank shot from a 
rifle, or any other approved signal, thus 
giving the mail boat a straight and accurate 
course? 

Again, a “ marine bell’’ might be worked 
off the Irish Lights Stores during these 
intervals. The sound waves therefrom would 
be enclosed in every direction but the 
harbour’s mouth, and thus could only escape 
seaward in that direction. Then the picking 
up of the sound would give an accurate 
lead in. It is only a seaman, through’ his 
pbmhE experience, trials and responsi- 
ilities, that can pronounce on his many 
requirements and necessities.—Yours, etc.,

BANK RATES, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The Secretary of the Irish Banks’ 
Standing Committee in his letter asks your 
readers “to feel fully satisfied that the 
anomaly which is stated to exist between the 
rates charged for advances in Ireland and 
those charged in England is more apparent 
than real.” In the /rish Times of the 18th 
June, 1927, there appeared a long letter of 
explanation from the then Secretary of the 
Banks’ Committeé, similar to ‘that of Mr. 
Hennessy. I wrote to a friend in London, 
enclosing a copy of the Secretary's letter. 
Here is the reply (8th July, 1927) :— ‘ 

“ With regard to-loans from the Bank: of 
England, it is not absolutely necessary io 
produce the finest paper in order to secure 
the quoted bank rate. It is entirely a matter 
between the customer and the bank as to 
what security is taken. Naturally, they 
prefer gilt-edge security, but, if they know 
their customer’s financial standing to be 
good, they will probably advance against 
something not quite so sound. For instance, 
if my firm wanted to borrow £10,000 from 
their bankers, they would probably do so on 
such documents as real estate deeds or tea 
warrants, as they know all about the firm’s 
financial and business standing in the City 
of London; but, in the case of a stranger, 
they would probably insist upon some very 
good securities, with two additional names, 
in ‘order to secure the loan he would re- 
guire.”' 

Will the Secretary explain the difference in 
the rate of interest on deposit by a London 
bank—4; per cent.—compared with the rate 
allowed bv Irish banks, who have all com- 
bined to allow one rate, ó; per cent.? Surely 
this difference is an anomaly. If the de- 
positor dies, will the amount on deposit be 
subject to English duty, with a consequent 
loss to the Free State ?—Yours, etc.,

PROTECTION OF BIRDS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—I beg to refer to a distressing case 
mentioned 1n.one of your recent issues, which 
gives details. of the mortality on transit 
finches that 
had been despatched to England during the 
last few weeks from County Wexford—a 
county that appears to be rapidly acquiring 
an evil notoriety for cruelty. This impious 
and abominable traflic will continue to 
flourish, rampant and unavenged, until some 
sort of combbindd action is taken on both 
sides of the Channel. Are we, after all, far 
removed from the barbarian age? While 
we have in our midst free and willing givers 
and takers, flaunting their bird-cages along 
the public roads, the law is powerless. 
Lectures to school children, special pleadings, 
homilies from pulpits, parental injunctions 
are about as useful as appealing to owurces 
of cats to shut these brutes up during the 
nesting season. 

What of other protected birds in this !and 
that. ought to be a paradise for them? It 
would be of painful interest to learn how 
many are annually, and with such shameless 
impunity, destroyed with scatter-guns, dogs 


“or sticks during the official close season—a 


season when birds, the most defenceless of 
creatures, are most entitled to the protection 
of man. The usual remark is, “lí ] do not 
shoot the sitting pheasant, or rob its nest 
somebody ' else will’’—a profound philo- 
sophical reflection, no doubt, but as blame- 
worthy as it is stupid. What of the non- 
human race of destroyers that now infests 
the countryside and lives on eggs and 
fledglings—the magpies, scarecrows and 
stoats’ Any sympathetic Government could, 
without undue risk, labour or cost, make an 
arrangement whereby rewards could be 
offered at notified centres for vermin during 
a couple of the .spring months. What 
enormous numbers of the young of the 
smaller birds would thereby survive the 
dreaded months of May and June! As things 
are, the joys of spring are turned to the 
rending, in both senses, of countless little 
hearts. 

In the bird kingdom a precious heritage 
has been bequeathed to. us—a heritage now 
in process of being largely lost to posterity. 
Is it not “ up to ' the Vegislatare to take 
a sympathetic interest in this question ’—

Some months ago the union which caters 
for the shop assistants in the town asked that 
the Urban Council should make an order that 
the small shops in all trades should close at 
nine o'clock on Saturdays—the same hour as 
the larger establishments. The Urban Council 
refused, the view of the majority of the 
members being that so long as the owners of 
the shops liked to keep open, no barrier 
should be placed in the way. The union ap- 
pealed to the Free State Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce, who held an inquiry, at which 
the Urban Council opposed the application. 

The Ministry found that the application 
was a proper one and sided m favour of the 
assistants and the early closing. It directed 
the Urban Council to compel shops to close 
af nine o'clock and to enforce this by an 
order, which must be duly proposed and 
seconded by members of the Council, 

The draft order was submitted at the last 
meeciing of the Council, but no member 
Fignified his intention of proposiug its adop- 
tion, and the matter is in abeyance. -& 

Mr. O'Rourke, the Chairman, pointed out 
that all along they had been against the 
order, and he personally was not going to eat 
his own words and order traders to do now 
what the Council considered unfair and wrong 
a few months ago 

Mr. McGahon agreed, and said that the 
fact that the shops were open, using light 
which the Council sold, was a good thing. 
There were altogether too many barriers to 
‘yade. The Council was not defying the 
Ministry ; but there did not seem to be any 
members keen on proposing the order, 

Mr. McCourt, solicitor, asked for his advice, 
said that he believed. that the Department 
would apply to the Court for an ordér against 
the Council or certain members. —

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TULLAMORE FIRE 
CLAIM. 


JUDGE AND ARMED 
RATDS. 


At Tullamore Circuit Court, Miss Mary 
Jennings, Bloomville House, Portarlington, 
was applicant in a claim for £2,000 compensa- 
tion for the alleged burning of her residence 
and effects at Bloomville, Postéilington. 

Evidence was given by Miss Jennings as to 
armed raids on the premises, and as ta 
previous occurrences fram 1920 onwards, when 
people forcibly put stock on her lands and 
pulled down the gate on the farm lands. The 
burning took place after a raid by armed and 
masked men, who ordered witness and her 


manager, Mr. P. Glynn, out of the house and | 


brought them some distance away, where 
they remained in the custody of the taiders 
for about three hours. At 6 a.m. they re- 
turned and found the place on fire. They 
succeeded, by means of buckets of water, in 
extinguishing the flames. ! 

Witness then went on to give evidence of 
interviews she had with the Guards in con: 
nection with the burning, as a result of which 
she and Glynn were arrested on the charge 
of setting fire to the building. They were 
brought before ithe Central Criminal Court in 
Dublin, and, after a full day’s hearing, were 
both acquitted. She * Comms denied that 
she or Glynn had anything whatever to do 
with the burning. 

In cross-examination, Miss Jennings re- 
marked: “ Do you think I was going to burn 
my dear old home, every stick and stone of 
which I love?’’ | 

Patrick Glynn corroborated. 

Judge Wakely said that he was of opinion 
that Miss Jennings and Mr. Glynn had been 
shamefully treated. He referred to the treat- 
ment of Miss Jennings, an enpreienes 
woman, during what he described as the 
“bad times.” He said that he had great 
admiration for Glynn’s courage and pluck and 
his loyalty to Miss Jennings. His life has 
been in danger on more than one occasion, 
but he stuck loyally to his work and his 
efforts to protect Miss Jennings’ property. 

“ I do not know, said the Judge, “ how 
people calling themselves Christians can boy- 
cott a woman to the extent that she could 
make no use of her land. We are living 
in a Christian country—at least, it is called 
a Christian country—and we hear a lot of 
talk about religion, and Í suppose those 
people go to whatever church they belong 
to every Sunday and holiday, and then come 
back to join in a boycott of Miss Jennings.” 

Because Miss Jennings had made a claim 
for the destruction of ier property she had 
been dragged through the Criminal Court on 
a charge of deliberately making a fraudulent 
claim to get money from the County Council. 

The disgrace of that would reflect on the 
country for many a long day, and he hoped 
that such a thing would never occur in the 
Free State again. He then asséssed damages 
at £420, to be a county-at-large charge.

GENERAL SIR HENRY 


MACKINNON. 


General Sir Henry Mackinnon, G.C.B., 
K.C.V.O., died at his London residence. yes- 
teraday, aged seventy-seven years. He entered 
the Army fifty-nine years ago, and while serv 
ing in the Wrenadier Guards he became 
Adjutant to the 2nd Battalion. From 1905 
té 1908 he was. Director of the Auxiliary 
Forces, and from 1808 to 1910 was the first 
Director-General of the Territorial Force. He 
also served as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Western Command from 1910 to 1915. He was 
knighted in 1908 

General Sir Henry Mackinnon first became 
familiar to the public during the Boer War as 
Colonel Mackinnon, Utiicer Commanding the 
City of London Imperial Volunteers. That 
regiment was raised by the then Lord Mayor, 
Sir Alfred Newton, in 1899, when Colonel Mac 
k'nnon was serving as an officer in the Grena- 
dier Guards. On his appointment as Com- 
.anding ‘Officer, Colonel Mackinnon took the 
regiment out to South Africa, and on their 
return led them to a special Service at St. 
Paul s Cathedral. For his services he was 
mentioned in despatches, received the Queen's 
Medal, with four clasps, and was made a 
Companion oi the Bath.

GENERAL C. S F. FAGAN, 


General C. 8. E, Fagan, K.M.L.1., tetired, 


died at Highclere, “Torquay, on Thursday 
last, at the age of 83, says TAe Times. 
General Christopher Sullivan Feltrim: Fagan 
belonged to an old Dublin family, originally 
of Feltrim, a mame greatly honoured by- the 
family in the names of its members, and 
semet mes of the houses in whicn they have 
dweji. Christopher Fagan, the ancestor of 
the race was Sheriff and Mayor of Dubin 
in the sixteenth century. Many of the 
Fagans have gained distinction in the fight- 
ing services, more especially in India. 

‘he late General’s grandfather was Gener .I 
Chr stopher Sullivan Fagan, C.B., of the 
Indian Army, and his father was Colone! 
George Hickman Fagan, Bengal Engi evs. 
The late General, who was born in 1845, en 
tered the Royal. Marine Light Infantrv in 
December, 1862, and was promoted to Lieu 
tenant in August, 1866. In 1874 he was a 
subaltern of the Royal Marine Battalion at 
Yokohama. The Japanese Governinest was 
at that time busy with the development of 
the country by the construction of railways, 
and Fagan, who was very keen in practical 
work, and wishful to find active employ- 
ment, was offered an appointment in the 
Public Works Department of Japan. He 
Was eager to accept it, and, receiving tele- 
graphic permission from headquarters in 
‘England, he joined the up-country staff on 
the railway. It was an inspiration to the 
energetic young officer to serve under Mr. 
R. Vicars Boyle, C.S.I., engineer-in-chief of 
the railwav, who, with a handful of English- 
men and Sikhs, had defended Arrah in the 
Indian Mutiny against 3,000 rebels, a de- 
fence which bore comparison with the finest 
achievements of that great time. He was 
restored to the substantive list of the Royal 
Marines, and retired with the rank of 
General under the age-clause, on full pay, in 
1910. . 
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DR. LIONEL SELLS. 


Dr Lionel Sells, the X-ray expert, of 
Longfield, Fawkham, Kent, died at St. 
Thomas’s Hospital, London, on Saturday 
last. aged fifty-two years. The cause of 
death was X-ray sarcoma. Dr. Sells had 
undergone treatment at the hospital on 
several occasions in recent years. He had 
only one finger and the thumb of either 
hand, the others having been lost as the 
result of X-ray work. 

Dr. Sells went to St. Thomas’s Hospital 
in 1894 and afterwards was clinical assistant 
at the Royal Eye Hospital in Southwark, 
but was best known as an X-ray expert. In 
that capacity he was attached to the Roya! 
Army Medical Corps during the South 
African War, when he was awarded the 
Queen’s Medal with three clasps and the 
King’s Medal with two clasps. 

Dr. Sells was also an authority on tropical 
diseases. He held the certificate of the 
London School of Tropical Medicine, and his 
work as medica] officer in. connection: with an 
investigation of sléeping sickness earned him 
the thanks of the Uganda Government. 


DR. WALTER JAGGER. 


Dr. Walter Jagger, of Upper Berkeley 
street, London, who attended the Duchess of 
York during her recent attack of influenza, 
died early yesterday. Dr. Jagger was fifty- 
eight years of age. He contracted pneumonia 
after influenza, and died after a short ilness. 
He was at work on Monday last. 

During the South African War, Dr. Jagger 
served with much distinction as a captain in 
the Royal Army Medica! Corps, and obtained 
the Queen’s Medal, with four clasps. He was 
an enthusiastic member of the Medical 
Golfing Society, and had won several tourna- 
ments.

TOTAL OF 1,237 LAST YEAR, 

Statistics for the last quarter in 1928 show 
that 365 lives were lost in London streets, 
bringing the total for the year to 1,237, an 
increase of 181 over the figures for 1927. 
Deaths in street accidents in London now 
average almost four per day, and the on! 
satisfaction to be derived from the fn 
statistical return is to be found in the slight 
reduction in the total number of accidents, 
which totalled 30,248, compared with 31,079 
in the previous quarter. 

It is doubtful whether the gyratory 
system of traffic control has made the streets 
safer for pedestrians. The system may have 
accelerated the progress of the stream of 
traffic, but many people, particularly visitors 
to London, find the crossing of a one-way 
street a matter of some perplexity.
